The 1986 
flood damage repairs were completed. The final cost of this disaster 
was $41,566.29 of which 12'4% or $5,195.78 was paid by the Town. 
The final accounting for the 1987 flood has not been filed but we 
expect the Town’s share of the cost to be about $2,400.00.

2. Frontage: Each lot shall have a minimum of two 
hundred (200) feet of frontage on a Class 
V or better highway or street laid out 
and maintained by the Town or State 
of New Hampshire. 


3. Existing Lots: Residential buildings may be erected on 
lots existing at the time of passage of this 
amendment which do not meet the size 
and frontage requirements providing all 
other requirements imposed by this ordin- 
ance are met and the lot is of sufficient 
size to accommodate adequate water supply 
and sewage disposal facilities. 


ARTICLE 22 
Voted, by voice vote, to establish a Sullivan Highway Study Com- 
mittee, to consist of Seven (7) members; Two (2) members appointed 
by each of the Selectmen and One (1) appointed by the Town 
Moderator, for the purpose of studying the method of selecting 
a Road Agent; the results of such to be submitted to the Selectmen 
by January 7, 1988. 


ARTICLE 23 
Unanimous voice vote, to instruct the Town’s representative to 
the General Court to take all necessary measures to insure that no 
low level radioactive waste shall be stored or disposed of within 
this Town of Sullivan unless and until the proposed site of the pro- 
posed storage or disposal has been approved by the voters of the 
Town at the annual Town Meeting by written ballot. 


ARTICLE 24 
Voted, by voice vote, to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, and 
to accept, on behalf of the Town, and to expend, any and all gifts, 
grants or other funds which may now or hereafter be forthcoming 
over and above the total appropriation of the Town.

Voted, by voice vote, to authorize the Selectmen to sell and convey 
any Real Estate acquired by the Town during the period until the 
next Town Meeting and that the Selectmen be authorized to sell 
and convey such Real Estate by auction, sealed bid or in any other 
manner as justice may require. 


ARTICLE 26 
Voted, by voice vote, to authorize the Selectmen as Agents of the 
Town to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

ARTICLE 27 
Voted, by voice vote, to accept the reports of the Agents, Auditor 
and committees as printed in the Town Report. 

ARTICLE 28 
Motion to reconsider Article 21 — Defeated on a voice vote. 


The Selectmen were asked about holding a special meeting of the 
Town to consider more expansive measures to restrict growth. 


Selectman, Mr. Leslie Goodnow, asked the voters to call Senator 
Clesson Blaisdell on Senate Bill 14. 


Suggestion was made ihat speakers identify themselves before 
speaking. 
The Selectmen were asked about better restraining of dogs. 


Voters were glad that the Rest Room was finished but disappointed 
that the water was lacking to make it operative. Moderator, Mr. 
Cummings reassured the voters that the water would soon be in.

This past year, the library was used more than ever before. In addition 
to the usual library hours, The Library Trustees, The Planning Board, 
The Boy Scout Executive Board, and The Bicentennial Committee 
held their regular meetings there. The Bicentennial Quilt Group did 
most of its quilting in the library during the summer and fall. 
Members of the Bicentennial Committee also sold bicentennial 
memorabilia on Friday evenings. Another type of reading also took 
place in your library. Blood pressure rates were read by the nurse at 
the Bi-Monthly Blood Pressure Clinic. 


Special programs and events were held, which included the Summer 
Reading Program for school-age children, and a weekly Summer 
Reading Hour by Audrey Ovsenik, trustee. Two slide programs prov- 
ed very popular. Sullivan’s own former librarian and author, Marge 
Smith, presented A Small Town in New Hampshire. Alan Corindia, a 
former Selectman, informed us on just how cold it can get during his 
program Mt. Washington in the Winter. A musical duo also got a live- 
ly reception from over 45 people who came to hear the Arts in the 
Library presentation of Mountainsong. Eleene McCann hosted a 
Library Open House on Sunday, August 16, that was enjoyed by 
many of our Bicentennial visitors. Eleene also ran a Used Book Fest in 
the library one Saturday last fall. 


Some money was raised at the Used Book Fest, and also at the trustee- 
sponsored Annual Holiday Fair through the sale of lunches, Sullivan 
recipe booklets, town histories, postcards and maps. Generous dona- 
tions of baked goods by townspeople also raised money. A bit more 
was collected during the year from the conscience fines on overdue 
books. A big surprise was the ‘‘Hi Neighbor Group’’ donation in 
December from Norma Bourassa, whom we can thank for the pur- 
chase of 5 new wooden chairs now placed around the reference table. 


Eleene McCann retired as librarian in November. We thank her for 
her valuable contribution to the library, especially during this 
Bicentennial year. It certainly was an active and fulfilling one befitting 
our Bicentennial celebration.

During the weekend of August 14 - 16, 1987, Sullivan celebrated 
its Bicentennial with an array of activities which included: 


Opening Ceremony - Dedication of Jewett Park Picnic, 
Band Concert, Fireworks Display, Parade, Crafts Displays, 
Formal Ceremonies, Revolutionary Encampment and 
Mock Battle, Bicentennial Barbeque, Bicentennial Ball, 
Church Service, Sports Events, Historic Tours, Memor- 
abilia Display at School House #2, Closing Ceremony 
at Meetinghouse Rock. 


Under the direction of the members of the Bicentennial Commit- 
tee who had worked for two years in planning the events, the 
events provided enjoyment to approximately 1200-1500 residents, 
friends, relatives and guests during the weekend.

The road agent have a two year term instead of one to give 
more stability to the position. 


IV. A maintenance book on each piece of equipment be kept. 


V. Town be willing to spend for courses (adult ed.) for repair, 
maintenance and operation of equipment as needed to improve 
the efficiency of the person holding the position of road agent.
